Warrant  for  Town  Meeting. 

To  Norman  J.  Rawding,  Constable  of  the  Town  of  Canaan 
in  the  County  of  Somerset:  Gi'eeting. 

In  the  name  of  the  State  of  Maine  you  are  hereby  re- 
quired to  notify  and  warn  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  of  Can- 
aan qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs  to  meet  at  Town  hall  in 
said  town  on  the  third  day  of  March,  A.  D-,  1902  at  ten  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  articles,  to  wit: 

Art.  1,    To  choose  a  moderator  to  preside  at  said  meeting. 

Art.  2.  To  choose  a  town  clerk  and  all  other  necessary 
town  officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  a  superintend- 
ent of  schools  for  the  year  ensuing. 

«Art.  4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  elect  a  road  commis- 
sioner for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  current  expenses  for  the  year  ensuing. 

Art.  6.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  the  support  of  the  poor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  the  support  of  schools  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  and  raise  the  sum  of 
forty  two  dollars  interest  on  the  ministerial  fund  for  the  support 
of  the  schools  for  the  ensuing  year.  • 

Art.  9.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  the  repairs  of  school  houses  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  the  purchase  of  school  books  for  the  use  of  the  schools 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Art.  11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  a  free  high  school. 

Art.  12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  and  raise  the  sum  of 
twenty-five  dollars  for  memorial  day. 

Art.  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  for  breaking  and  making  snow  roads.  The  spring  of  1902 
and  winter  of  1903. 

Art.  14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  to  be  expended  in  repairing  the  roads  and  bridges  in  this 
town  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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Art.  15.  To  see  what  sum  the  town  will  vote  and  raise  to 
purchase  a  new  road  machine  and  pass  all  votes  necessary  re- 
specting the  same. 

Art.  16.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  to  pay  the  indebtedness  of  the  town  and  pass  all  votes 
necessary  respecting  the  same. 

Art.  17.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  abate  Howard 
Kicker's  tax  the  year  of  1901. 

Art.  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  to  purchase  fence  wire  to  be  used  on  the  road  to  prevent 
drifting  by  snow. 

Art.  19.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  to  paint  the  village  cemetery  fence. 

Art.  20.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  and 
raise  to  purchase  school  supplies  for  the  ensuing  year.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Canaan: 

I  herewith  submit  a  report  of  the  public  schools  of  Canaan 
for  the  past  year.  Statistics  of  financial  expenditures  for  trans- 
portation, fuel,  janitor  service,  repairs,  text  books  and  appara- 
tus, are  published  in  another  part  of  this  report. 

I  have  made  sixty-one  visits  to  the  public  schools,  made  up 
the  enumeration  and  enrollment  of  pupils  of  the  legal  age  to 
draw  school  money;  made  all  statistical  returns  to  the  State 
superintendent  of  public  schools,  for  the  common  and  high 
schools,  purchased  the  books,  gave  the  examinations  and  certi- 
fied all  teachers  who  took  the  same  that  were  granted  schools, and 
procured  the  janitors  for  the  several  schools. 

Early  in  the  year  I  made  an  exchange  in  text  books,  adopt- 
ing for  use  the  Baldwin's  readers  and  carrying  out  the  plan  of 
exchanging  Wentworth's  Arithmetics,  adopted  by  your  former 
superintendent.  » 

This  necessitated  the  taking  out  of  three  schools  all  the  cor- 
responding text  books  and  placing  therein  the  new  books;  as 
the  appropriation  in  town  was  small,  I  was  unable  to  make  the 
exchange  in  all  the  schools  bufc  by  supplying  a  few  schools  each 
year  the  change  may  be  made  complete  in  the  course  of  three 
years.  In  the  following  report  of  the  various  schools,  I  have 
deemed  it  just  to  commend  the  efforts  as  well  as  to  note  the  re- 
sults of  a  teacher's  work.  The  janitors  who  have  had  the  care  of 
the  schoolrooms,  I  wish  to  say,  have  generally  done  their  work 
faithfully.  I  therefore  desire  to  make  favorable  mention  of 
them. 

The  duty  of  conveying  pupils  residing  remote  from  the 
schools  is  incumbent  and  expensive  .  By  law,  all  pupils  must  be 
provided  for  in  some  suitable  way,  either  by  transportation  or  by 
being  boarded  within  a  reasonable  distance  of  a  school. 

In  another  part  of  this  town  report  you  will  notice  that  the 
expense  of  transporting  scholars  has  taken  a  great  part  of  the 
school  money.  While  in  some  localities  persons  may  be  found 
who  will  perform  the  service,  in  others  it  has  been  difficult  to 
procure  them, 
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Dist.  No.  1.  Nason. 

Miss  Lottie  Jewell,  teacher.  Miss  Jewell  has  taught  many 
terms  of  school  in  Canaan.  Her  ability  and  success  have  long 
been  established.  Her  zeal  and  interest  in  behalf  of  those  she 
teaches  is  unsurpassed.  Pupils  attending  her  schools  receive 
a  thorough  drill  in  their  studies.  Whole  number  registered,  20; 
average,  15;  wages,  $6. 

The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Mr.  G.  L.  Goss.  He  is  a  teacher 
who  claims  to  have  had  years  of  experience  in  teaching.  Un- 
fortunately he  was  sick  and  unable  to  keep  the  whole  term. 
Mrs.  Goss  was  substituted  to  complete  the  term.  My  last  visit 
to  the  school  found  it  small,  but  should  judge  by  what  I  saw  it 
had  done  fairly  good  work.  Whole  number  registered,  17; 
average  number  12; wages,  $8.00. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Blanche  Hall.  She  has 
a  happy  faculty  of  interesting  her  pupils  and  securing  the  co- 
operation of  parents.  Miss  Hall  has  taught  several  terms  pre- 
ceding the  winter  in  town  and  I  always  found  her  school  in  a  fine 
working  condition  when  ever  I  visited  it.  Whole  number  regis- 
tered,   14;  average,  10.7;  wages,  85.50. 

Dist.  No.  2,  Whitten. 

The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Olive  Gleason.  She  is  a 
teacher  of  successful  experience  and  came  to  this  school  in  all 
respects  qualified  to  maintain  herself  as  one  of  the  leading  in- 
structors engaged  in  teaching  the  public  schools.  I  found  her 
work  very  satisfactory  and  cannot  recommend  her  too  highly. 
From  this  school  is  one  young  lady  in  the  high  school  doing  fine 
work  in  her  studies.  Whole  number  registered,  17;  average,  15; 
wages,  $5.50. 

The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Winifred  Henderson.  She 
came  very  highly  recommended,  being  a  graduate  from  the 
North  New  Portland  high  school  and  a  teacher  of  many  schools, 
her  scholarship  indicates  such  literary  attainments  as  are  acquired 
by  close  application  to  study.  I  found  this  school  doing  good 
work.    Whole  number  registered,  15;  average,  13;  wages,  85.50 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Verna  Putnam.  This 
was  her  first  school.  She  seems  to  possess  the  elements  of  a 
teacher.  She  is  thorough  and  business  like  in  her  methods,  dili- 
gent and  cheerful  in  manner.  She  is  also  a  graduate  from  the 
Maine  Central  Institute  and  possesses  all  the  necessary  training 
for  our  public  schools.  This  school  done  excellent  work  and  I 
believe  her  to  rank  among  our  best  teachers.  Whole  number 
registered,  10;  average,  9;  wages,  85.50. 
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No.  3.  Brock. 

The  spring  term  was  taught  here  by  Miss  Blanch  Hall.  This 
school  did  fine  work  under  her  supervision.  Miss  Hall  is  a  per- 
son of  pleasant  and  agreeable  disposition,  faithful  and  perse- 
vering in  her  work.  Her  scholars  were  obedient  and  studious. 
I  believe  her  efforts  were  successful.  Whole  number,  11;  aver- 
age, 10;  wages,  $5.50. 

The  fall  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Nettie  Burrill. 
She  is  well  and  thoroughly  equipped  in  education,  methods  and 
earnestness.  It  is  needless  to  add  that  her  pupils  reaped  the 
benefits  of  her  fine  scholarship  and  instruction.  Whole  number 
registered,  10;  average,  8.7;  wages,  $5.50. 

Dist.  No.  4.  Moore's  Mills. 

G.  L.  Goss,  teacher.  Mr.  Goss  had  a  large  school.  His  schol- 
ars were  always  anxious  to  learn.  I  believe  the  larger  scholars 
of  this  school  did  good  work.  Whole  number  registered,  25; 
average,  22;  wages,  $8.00. 

The  Fall  and  Winter  terms  were  taught  by  Mr.  Frank  Smith 
of  Corinna.  Mr.  Smith  is  a  man  of  estimable  qualities.  He 
maintained  excellent  discipline  in  this  school.  Good  progress 
was  made  by  the  pupils  throughout  both  terms.  He  does  not 
confine  himself  wholly  to  text  books,  but  imparts  instruction  to 
his  pupils  in  connection  with  the  assigned  lessons,  which  renders 
their  task  more  attractive  and  interesting.  Whole  number  reg- 
istered, 29;  average  number,  25;  wages,  $8.00. 

Primary. 

Miss  Maymie  Peavey  taught  the  Spring  and  Fall  terms  with 
good  success.  She  is  ambititious  and  brimful  of  interest,  and 
understands  well  the  tactics  of  the  school  room.  She  grasps 
readily  the  situation  and  saves  much  needless  loss  of  time  and 
energy,  which  is  often  incident  to  the  less  experienced.  Miss 
Peavey  being  one  of  the  teachers  that  received  a  State  certifi- 
cate from  the  State  examination  given  here  in  town  during  the 
past  year,  is  found  to  be  one  of  our  professional  teachers  for 
Primary  grades.  Whole  number  registered,  22;  average,  20; 
wages,  $6.00. 

The  winter  term  was  transferred  to  the  Grammar. 
Grammar. 

The  Spring  and  Fall  terms  were  taught  by  Omar  Furber.  I 
always  found  his  school  studious,  energetic  and  in  every  way  sat- 
isfactory. Mr.  Furber,  after  completing  the  course  of  study  in  our 
high  school,  spent  spent  several  months  at  business  college.  His

explanations  are  clear  and  he  seems  to  have  the  faculty  to  make 
each  one  think  for  himself.  His  work  as  a  teacher  for  the  past 
year  has  been  very  acceptable.  Whole  No.  registered,  15;  av. 
erage,  llf;  wages,  $8.00.  , 

The  Winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Maymie  Peavy.  Her 
success  from  the  beginning  shows  she  did  not  miss  her  calling. 
She  maintained  her  reputation  here  and  merited  a  good  report. 
Whole  No.  registered,  19;  av.  16;  wages,  $7  50. 

The  Spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Anna  Nelson.  We  can't 
say  too  much  in  behalf  of  Miss  Nelson  as  a  teacher.  The  uniform- 
ity of  her  school,  the  manner  in  which  she  imparts  and  demon- 
strates to  her  pupils  is  creditable.  When  this  school  closed  her 
scholars  had  every  mark  of  advancement.  Whole  No.  registered, 
28;  av.  21;  wages,  $5.50. 

The  Fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Olive  Gleason.  Miss  Glea- 
son  was  one  of  the  teachers  that  received  a  State  Certificate, 
showing  her  to  be  one  of  our  best  educated  teachers.  She  is  one 
of  our  experienced  and  successful  instructors.  She  keeps  her- 
self posted  in  the  latest  methods  of  instruction  which  is  certainly 
advantageous  to  the  school.  Whole  No.  registered,  19;  av.  14; 
wages,  $7.50. 

The  Winter  term  was  taught  by  Omar  Furber,  who  still  insists 
upon  his  scholars  thoroughness  and  progress.

Whole  No.  registered  7,  average  6.5, 
wages  $5.50.  The  Fall  and  Winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss 
Annie  Rand. 

She  is  a  young  lady  of  good  reputation,  always  striving  to 
work  for  the  advancement  of  her  pupils.  Although  this  was  a 
small  school,  but  they  showed  excellent  training  and  thorough . 
ness  in  their  studies.  I  believe  Miss  Rand  is  likely  to  rank 
among  our  best  teachers  provided  of  course  she  decides  to  fol- 
low teaching  as  an  occupation.  While  at  this  district  she  made 
friends  and  won  the  confidence  of  all  who  had  anything  to  do 
with  the  school.  Whole  No.  registered  9,  average  8.  Wages 
$5.50. 
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Dist.  No.  10. 

Miss  Olive  Humphrey  teacher.  Miss  Humphrey  is  one  of 
our  experienced  teachers  and  bears  an  excellent  reputation. 
Her  qualities  as  an  instructor  are  among. the  best.  She  is  always 
anxious  and  takes  every  available  opportunity  to  advance  her 
pupils  in  every  way  possible.  Her  discipline  is  good  and  the 
results  of  her  work  is  a  good  report.  Whole  number  registered, 
16;  average,  13;  wages,  $5.50. 

The  Fall  and  Winter  terms  were  taught  by  Miss  Anna  Nelson 
She  seems  to  meet  the  approval  of  the  people  where  ever  she 
goes,  and  satisfaction  prevails  throughout  the  community. 
She  has  taught  in  this  district  several  terms  previous.  I  always 
find  her  pupils  studious,  refined,  and  in  every  way  advancing. 
Whole  number  registered,  15;  average,  12.5;  wages,  $5.50. 

Dist.  No.  11. 

Number  11  was  transferred  to  district  No.  4.  As  your  S.  S. 
committee  found  it  to  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  town,  they 
resolved  to  transfer  the  scholars  to  the  nearest  district  which 
was  No.  4.  But  as  the  scholars  have  increased  in  that  district  of 
late  I  should  think  it  policy  to  maintain  a  school  in  said  district 
the  coming  year. 

Dist.  No.  12. 

This  school  was  taught  two  terms  by  Miss  Sadie  Nelson. 
Miss  Nelson  attended  the  high  school  several  terms  and  taking 
up  her  occupation  as  a  teacher  was  found  to  rank  among  the  best. 
She  always  understood  how  to  impart  instruction  attractively. 
She  was  ambitious  to  do  good  and  faithful  service  in  the  school. 
She  kept  good  order  and  maintained  uniform  interest.  She  was 
never  found  deficient  in  anything  that  pertains  to  such  valuable 
instructors  and  we  as  citizeais  of  this  town  shall  always  mourn  her 
loss.    Whole  number  registered,  19;  average,  17;  wages,  $5.50. 

The  Winter  Term  was  taught  by  Miss  Effie  Crowell.  Miss 
Crowell  seems  to  take  up  the  work  again  as  a  teacher  with  much 
interest.  It  seems  to  be  her  chief  aim  to  make  the  school  a  suc- 
cess and  to  bring  everything  into  use  that  will  be  of  the  utmost 
value  to  the  school.  She  is  I  believe  an  earnest  worker  and  is 
one  of  our  best  teachers.  Her  work  is  satisfactory  and  she  de- 
serves a  good  report.  Whole  number  registered,  18;  average  14; 
wages,  $5.50 

Free  High  School. 
This  school  for  the  past  year  I  believe,  jhas  done  good  work. 
It  is  an  institution  that  we  hope  has  come  to  stay.    The  safety  of 
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our  State,  the  welfare  and  fortunes  of  our  children  depend  large- 
ly upon  our  schools. 

The  time  has  come  when  competition  in  all  things  pertaining 
to  business  is  sharp.  To  afford  the  youth  of  Canaan  the  oppor- 
tunity now  at  hand  right  along  is  a  blessing  to  them  and  a  satis- 
faction to  our  people.  Courses  of  study,  if  honestly  and  faith- 
fully mastered,  will  prepare  our  youth  for  business,  for  teaching 
or  for  Academic  courses.  My  recommendation  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Canaan  is  to  never  allow  the  school  to  recede  from 
its  useful  standard.  It  means  so  much  to  our  youth,  culture,  res- 
pect, ability  and  happiness.  It  is  in  your  hands  to  perpetuate 
the  noble  and  and  worthy  efforts  at  establishing  for  our  sons  and 
daughters  a  foundation  for  future  usefulness.  Keep  it  intact.  I 
am  confident  that  you  will  do  so. 

Conclusion. 

I  wish  to  suggest  to  you  that  you  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient 
to  furnish  what  is  needful  for  the  public  schools.  This  I  believe 
to  be  in  the  interests  of  progress  and  economy.  The  best  is  al- 
ways cheapest.  Good  text  books,  maps  and  apparatus  for  the 
schools  greatly  facilitate  the  teachers'  work,  inspire,  attract 
and  make  impressions  on  the  mind  of  the  pupil  lasting  and  valu- 
able. It  is  an  unwise  policy  to  withhold  such  aid  from  a  school  as 
is  necessary  to  make  clear  the  branches  taught  therein.  To  keep 
what  is  needful  from  our  children  would  be  like  the  farmer  of  to- 
day using  the  wooden  hoe  and  crude  implements  long  since  pass- 
ed out  of  use.  Believing  that  you  will  do  all  that  is  hoped  for  I 
need  not  dwell  on  these  necessities  further. 

My  ambition  is  that  we  continue  to  maintain  good  schools 
for  the  youths  of  Canaan.  We  have  a  common  interest  together 
in  these  matters.  Let  us  appropriate  money  enough  and  no 
more.  Expend  it  judiciously  and  wisely.  This  seems  to  be  our 
duty.  For  the  selection  of  your  excellent  teachers  who  have 
taught  our  schools  the  past  year,  praise  is  due  your  S.  S.  com- 
mittee. In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  myself  under  obligations 
for  courtesies  received  the  past  year  from  the  people  of  this 
town.  I  also  acknowledge  with  thanks  the  frequent  and  valua- 
ble advice  of  your  S.  S.  committee.

To  The  School  Committee  of  Canaan. 

In  this  my  first  report  of  the  schools  of  the  town  of  Canaan  I 
beg  leave  to  have  all  my  mistakes  corrected  so  that  my  successor 
will  be  the  more  able  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  the 
coming  year.  I  haye  done  just  what  I  thought  was  right  in  every 
case  where  it  fell  upon  me  to  act.  I  think  I  can  truly  say  that  on 
the  average  this  last  year  our  schools  have  been  very  good  and 
some  especially  did  good  work. 

I  trust  that  in  your  report  the  citizens  of  the  town  will  be  able 
to  trace  out  and  find  the  exact  standing  of  the  town  in  its  finan- 
cial affairs.  I  have  to  the  best  of  my  ability  looked  after  those 
affairs  which  you  voted  into  my  hands.  The  teachers  have  all 
been  examined  and  the  most  of  them  passed  satisfactory  exami- 
nations and  are  capable  to  teach  in  our  schools. 

1  have  purchased  the  school  books  according  to  your  vote 
and  you  will  find  the  same  fully  explained  in  another  part  of  this 
report. 

On  my  first  visit  to  each  school  last  Spring  I  found  the  schools 
in  a  very  bad  condition  in  regard  to  text-books,  but  that  defect 
has  been  somewhat  improved.  My  predecessors  put  new  arith- 
metics into  three  schools  last  year  while  this  year  I  am  able  to 
say  that  new  arithmetics  have  been  put  into  all  the  rest  of  the 
schools.  Not  only  have  I  put  in  all  new  arithmetics,  but  I  have 
taken  out  the  old  Kerl's  grammar  and  put  in  all  new  grammars  in 
every  school  in  town,  so  that  we  now  have  all  new  arithmetics 
and  grammars.  I  have  put  in  new  spellers  into  every  school  but 
two. 

Our  books  at  the  present  time  are  in  very  good  condition  ex- 
cept the  geographies.  An  appropriation  of  $100  this  year,  if 
properly  used  will  put  into  the  hands  of  our  scholars  all  new  books 
comparatively  speaking. 

ATTENDANCE. 

As  some  of  the  people  of  the  town  misinterpret  the  school  law 
or  are  not  familiar  with  the  law,  I  will  quote  two  extracts  in 
relation  to  attendance  and  transportation. 

"Every  child  between  the  ages  of  7  and  15  inclusive  shall  at- 
tend some  public  day  school  during  the  time  such  school  is  in 
session:  provided  that  necessary  absence  may  be  excused  by  the 
superintending  school  committee  or  superintendent  of  schools  or 
teacher  according  to  the  directions  of  either;  provided,  also,  that 
such  attendance  shall  not  be  required  if  the  child  obtain  equiva- 
lent instruction,  for  a  like  period  of  time,  in  an  approved  private 
school  or  in  any  other  manner  approved  by  the  superintending 
school  committee;  and  provided  further  that  the  superintending 
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school  committee  may  exclude  from  the  public  schools  any  child 
whose  physical  or  mental  condition  makes  it  inexpedient  for  him 
to  attend.  All  persons  having  children  under  their  control  shall 
cause  them  to  attend  school  as  provided  injthis  section,  and  for 
every  neglect  of  such  duty  shall  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars,  to  the  treasurer  of  the  city  or  town,  for  the 
use  of  the  public  schools  of  such  city  or  town,  or  shall  be  im- 
prisoned not  exceeding  thirty  days."  "Cities  and  towns  shall 
annually  elect  one  or  more  persons,  to  be  designated  truant 
officers,  who  shall  inquire  into  all  causes  of  neglect  of  the  duties 
prescribed  in  section  one  and  ascertain  the  reasons  therefor,  and 
shall  promptly  report  the  same  to  the  superintending  school  com- 
mittee, and  such  truant  officers,  or  any  of  them  shall,  when  so 
directed  by  the  school  committee  or  superintendent  in  writing 
prosecute  in  the  name  of  the  city  or  town,  any  person  liable  to 
the  penalty  provided  in  said  section;  and  said  officers  shall  have 
power,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty,  when  notified  by  any  teacher 
that  any  pupil  is  irregular  in  attendance  to  arrest  and  take  such 
pupil  to  school  when  found  truant."  "Any  person  having  control 
of  a  child  who  is  an  habitual  truant,  and  being  responsible  for 
such  truancy,  shall  forfeit  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars  for  the 
use  of  public  schools  of  the  city  or  town  in  which  such  child  re- 
sides, to  be  recovered  by  the  truant  officer  on  complaint  or  shall 
be  imprisoned  not  exceeding  thirty  days." 

CHAP.  80,  PUBLIC  LAWS,  1899. 

The  above  is  sufficient  law  in  regard  to  attendance.  We  have 
had  no  truant  officer  this  year  but  I  trust  there  will  be  one  elect- 
ed for  the  ensuing  year. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

The  law  in  regard  to  transportation  is  as  follows:  The 
superintendent  of  schools  in  each  town  shall  procure  the  con- 
veyance of  all  public  school  pupils  residing  in  his  town,  to  and 
from  the  nearest  suitable  school,  for  the  number  of  weeks  for 
which  such  schools  are  maintained  in  each  year,  when  such  pupils 
reside  at  such  a  distance  from  the  said  schools  as  in  the  judgment 
of  the  superintending  school  committee  shall  render  such  convey- 
ance necessary.  Provided,  however,  that  the  superintending 
school  committee  may  authorize  the  superintendent  of  schools  to 
pay  the  board  of  any  pupil  or  pupils  when  in  their  judgment  it 
may  be  done  at  an  equal  or  less  expense  than  by  conveyance." 
Chap.  216,  Pub.  Laws,  1893  as  amended  bv  Chap.  48  and  74  of  the 
laws  of  1899. 

The  above  is  all  that  can  be  found  in  regard  to  conveyance 
of  pupils.  It  lies  with  the  school  board  to  say  whether  certain 
pupils  shall  be  carried  or  not,  then  the  superintendent  sees  to  the 
conveyancing. 

DIST.  NO.  2,  WHITTEN. 

The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Verna  Putnam.  This 
school  was  quite  large  and  required  energy  on  the  part  of  the 
teacher  to  accomplish  good  results.    In  my  visits  to  the  school 
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I  found  fairly  good  work  being  done,  but  lack  of  order,  the  first 
essential  in  the  school  room  was  evident.  Miss  Putnam  did  her 
best  to  have  the  school  what  it  should  be  and  some  pupils  did 
good  work. 

The  fall  and  winter  terms  were  taught  by  your  superintendent. 

DIST.  No.  3,  BROCK. 

This  school  has  been  under  the  supervision  of  Miss  Annie 
Rand  for  the  three  terms.  The  school  did  good  work  under  her 
instructions  and  the  pupils  seemed  to  be  interested  in  their  work. 
The  fall  term  was  the  best  in  my  opinion  of  the  three  terms. 
Generally  when  a  teacher  has  taught  two  terms  in  one  school  a 
change  should  be  made  as  some  of  the  parents  become  dissatis- 
fied and  that  hurts  the  interest  of  the  school. 

DIST.  No.  4,  MOORE'S  MILL. 

The  spring  term  was  taught  by  your  superintendent. 

The  fall  term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Nellie  Rand 
of  Palmyra.  I  can  truly  say  for  small  scholars  that  Miss  Rand 
cannot  be  beat  and  the  way  this  school  was  handled  by  her  was 
very  satisfactory.  The  small  classes  did  extra  well  and  the 
teacher  worked  hard  to  have  the  school  a  success  and  in  my 
opinion  it  was  the  best  term  of  school  that  has  been  held  in  that 
district  for  years.  Miss  Rand  should  have  been  kept  in  the 
school. 

The  winter  term  is  being  taught  by  Miss  Maud  Shorey  of 
Oakland.  The  school  is  doing  very  well  but  quite  a  number  are 
unable  to  attend  during  the  winter.  The  school  should  not  be 
run  at  this  time  of  the  year. 

PRIMARY. 

The  spring  and  fall  terms  were  under  the  instruction  of  Mis8 
Nettie  Burrill  and  good  work  was  done.  Miss  Burrill  is  a  teacher 
that  has  good  order  in  the  school  room  and  by  so  doing  is  sure  to 
start  right.  The  pupils  were  wide  awake  and  at  work  all  the 
time.  She  looks  right  after  the  wants  of  each  one  thereby  keep- 
ing all  interested. 

The  winter  term  was  commenced  by  Miss  Addie  Gower  and 
on  my  first  visit  to  the  school  seemed  to  be  doing  well.  The 
school  was  closed  after  three  weeks  by  the  board  on  account  of 
lack  of  attendance. 

GRAMMAR. 

Miss  Olive  Gleason  was  the  teacher  during  the  spring  and 
fall  terms  and  very  good  work  was  accomplished.  Miss  Gleason 
makes  a  nice  teacher  and  her  instruction  is  good  but  she  lacks 
good  government  in  the  school  room.  As  I  said  before  the  work 
was  satisfactory  but  had  the  discipline  been  better  especially  the 
fall  term  more  work  would  have  been  accomplished. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Nettie  Burrill.  She 
needs  no  comments  as  I  have  already  mentioned  the  same  in 
connection  with  the  Primary  school.  The  work  done  was  very 
good  especially  in  arithmetic. 
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DIST.  NO.  8. 

Miss  Mamie  Peavey  taught  the  spring  term  and  excellent 
work  was  accomplished.  She  looks  right  after  the  pupils  and 
keeps  them  all  interested.  We  need  more  teachers  like  Miss 
Peavey. 

The  fall  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Effie  Crowell  who  was  put 
into  the  school  over  my  objections.  The  school  started  with  the 
usual  number  of  scholars  but  on  my  second  visit  I  found  it  small 
and  no  interest  being  taken  by  the  pupils.  It  was  not  a  success- 
ful term  for  the  district,  Miss  Crowell  was  too  overbearing  with 
the  scholars. 

The  winter  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Verna  Putnam  but  was 
closed  before  I  visited  the  second  time  so  am  unable  to  say  just 
what  work  was  done. 

DIST.  NO.  9. 

Miss  Blanche  Hall  has  been  the  teacher  for  this  school  during 
the  year  and  she  has  done  well  in  the  school.  The  school  is 
small  but  it  is  above  the  average  in  intelligence.  On  account  of 
sickness  I  was  unable  to  visit  the  school  the  last  time  but  on  my 
other  visits  I  found  everything  all  right.  Miss  Hall  is  a  teacher 
that  is  willing  to  work  six  hours  for  her  pay  no  matter  in  what 
school  she  may  be  teaching. 

DIST.  NO.  10. 

Miss  Florence  Nelson  taught  this  school  during  the  year. 
Miss  Nelson  was  a  beginner  and  as  such  I  think  she  did  very  well. 
The  work  for  the  winter  term  was  not  so  good  as  the  other  terms. 
I  would  urge  that  Miss  Nelson  draw  the  lines  of  government  a 
jittle  better  as  good  order  is  the  first  requisite  for  a  teacher. 

DIST.  NO.  12. 

The  spring  term  was  taught  by  Miss  Effie  Crowell  and  good 
work  was  done.  The  scholars  were  a  little  too  far  advanced  but 
after  they  had  been  arranged  they  did  very  good  work.  Miss 
Crowell  maintained  good  order  in  the  school. 

The  fall  term  was  under  the  instruction  of  Miss  Verna  Putnam. 
The  school  started  in  all  right  and  bid  fair  for  a  nice  term  but  on 
account  of  various  causes  the  attendance  fell  off  and  the  school 
was  closed  at  the  end  of  the  sixth  week  as  it  was  not  profitable 
to  run  the  school. 

Mr.  Frank  Rowell  was  hired  to  teach  the  winter  term  and  on 
my  visit  to  the  school  I  found  everything  in  good  working  order 
and  underway  for  a  nice  term,  but  sickness  in  the  district  broke 
up  the  school  and  so  the  school  board  closed  the  school  before  I 
visited  it  the  second  time.  I  should  say  from  what  I  know  that 
good  work  was  being  done  until  the  fifth  week. 

HIGH  SCHOOL. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  the  work  done  in  our 
High  school  this  year.  I  do  not  know  what  has  been  done  years 
before  but  I  think  I  can  safely  say  that  more  work  has  been  ac- 
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complished  this  year  than  any  other  since  the  school  has  been 
running. 

Mr.  Taylor  has  had  a  great  deal  of  experience  in  school  work 
and  knew  just  what  to  do  when  he  came  into  the  school  room. 
He  maintains  good  order  and  shows  no  partiality  in  any  way. 
Great  work  was  accomplished  in  mathematics  and  the  students 
were  thoroughly  drilled  in  every  detail. 

I  trust  that  the  school  board  will  hire  Mr.  Taylor  for  another 
year  as  all  the  scholars  like  him  as  a  teacher. 

Under  the  right  management  we  can  have  forty  students  this 
spring  term. 

There  are  four  to  graduate  this  spring  and  about  six  or  seven 
next  year  if  nothing  happens.

The  express  on  the  above  books  was  $1.20,  which  I  paid. 
There  is  no  need  hereafter  of  paying  any  express  if  the  books 
are  bought  the  right  way.    You  will  notice  that  I  have  purchas- 
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ed  in  all  312  books  and  I  have  turned  in  to  the  town  sample  books 
to  the  number  of  12,  making,  all  told,  324  new  books  put  into  fthe 
schools  this  year.  I  have  sent  back  old  books  to  the  number  of 
282,  making  our  discounts  almost  $30.00.  I  have  bought  26  dozen 
writing  books  this  year. 

Powers  and  duties  of  superintendents  of  school  and  of  Super- 
intending school  committees. 

The  following  statements  include  all  powers  and  duties  given 
to  the  superintendent  of  school  by  statutes: 

1.  To  make  an  enumeration  of  all  persons  between  4  and  21 
years  of  age  residing  in  his  town  on  the  first  day  of  April  of  each 
year,  and  report  the  same  to  the  State  superintendent. 

2.  To  make  returns  as  required  by  law  to  the  State  Superin- 
tendents. 

3.  To  visit  each  school  in  his  town  at  least  twice  each  term. 

4.  To  provide  conveyance  for  children  who  live  at^such  dis- 
tance from  the  schools  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superintending 
School  Committee  to  make  such  transportation  necessary. 

The  following  powers  and  duties  may  be  delegated  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools  by  vote  of  the  Superintending  School 
Committee : 

1.  To  examine,  certificate,  and  employ  teachers. 

2.  To  select  and  purchase  text-books,  apparatus  and  appli- 
ances, and  have  the  care  of  the  same. 

3.  To  provide  fuel  and  supplies  for  the  schools. 

4.  To  have  the  custody  and  care  of  school  houses  and  super- 
intend authorized  repairs. 

5.  To  direct  truant  officers  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 

6.  To  determine  what  description  of  scholars  shall  attend 
each  school,  classify  them,  and  transfer  them  from  school  to 
school. 

The  following  duties  and  powers  devolve  upon  the  Superin- 
tending School  Committee,  and  cannot  be  delegated  to  the  su- 
perintendent of  schools. 

1.  To  suspend  the  operation  of  schools  when  the  scholars  to 
attend  are  too  few  for  their  profitable  maintenance  and  to  au- 
thorize the  transportation  of  those  scholars  to  other  schools  at 
the  public  expense. 

2.  To  determine  the  number,  beginning  andjlength  of  school 
terms. 

3.  To  dismiss  teachers  who  prove  unfit,  or  whose  services 
they  deem  unprofitable. 

4.  To  expel  from  the  school  obstinately  disobedient  pupils. 

5.  To  recommend  the  abolition  or  change  in  the  location  of 
schools. 

6.  To  approve  plans  for  new  school  house. 

7.  To  fill  vacancies  in  the  school  board  and  office  of  truant 
officer. 
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The  following  expenses,  only,  may  be  paid  from  the  common 
school  fund,  viz.: 

1.  Teachers'  wages  and  board. 

2.  Janitors'  services.  (Does  not  include  cleaning  school 
houses.) 

3.  Transporting  scholars  to  and  from  school,  or  board  of 
pupils,  when  ordered  by  the  Superintending  School  Committee. 

4.  Fuel. 

The  following  expenses,  only,  may  be  paid  from  the  high 
school  fund,  viz.: 

1.  Wages  of  teachers  who  give  instruction  in  high  school 
studies. 

2.  Board  of  teachers  who  give  instruction  in  high  school 
studies.  Common  school  funds  cannot  be  used  to  maintain  free 
high  schools.  Free  high  school  funds  cannot  be  used  to  maintain 
common  schools. 

The  number  of  children  in  town  on  April  1st  between  the 
ages  of  4  and  21  were  289. 


CONCLUSION. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents  of  the  town  for  the  way  they 
have  used  me  this  year  and  also  the  pupils.  There  must  be  a 
mutuality  betweenthe  superintendent  and  the  town  as  a  whole 
or  his  labors  will  prove  unsatisfactory.  As  I  said  in  the  begin- 
ning the  schools  have  done  well  on  the  average.  My  hands  have 
been  tied  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  during  the  year.  The  pres- 
ent law  is  far  inferior  to  the  old  in  my  opinion!  One  person  is 
enough  to  look  after  the  schools. 

Trusting  that  the  mistakes  made  the  past  year  will  be  reme- 
died this  coming  year  and  that  our  schools  will  be  improved  as 
they  should  be,  I  will  draw  this  report  to  a  close.
